Tomatoes Are poor and High 
and Potatoes Are Up About 
$1.25 a Barrel.

Four roasting ears for a quarter 
and puny ones at that—is, the penalty 
that St. Louisans are having to pay for 
the drouth. 

The prices of all vegetables have been 
advanced sharply in the last few weeks, 
owing to the almost complete failure of 
the crop in the St. Louis district. A 
mall bisket of tomatoes can be bought 
tor cents, but the customer must take 
bad ones along with the 8000 ones. 
Potatoes have gone up about $175 A 
barrel on account of the shortage 8 
the crop. 

if you are willing to take chances 
you can buy 12 ears of What passes for 
green corn for # cents, but you will 
be lucky if you get four good ears out 
of the lot, according to Union Market 
merchants. 

The merchants pay 30 cents a dozen, 
wholesale, for the corn: One Union Mar- 
ket man exhibited four small ears, 
which, he said, were all he got out of 
three dozen ears, for which he had 
paid 90 cents. He figured that he would 
not come out even if he sold the four 
ears for a quarter, but he realized thac 
he could not get more for them, 

The blackberry crop in the St. Louis 
district was also a fail owing to the 
dry weather. They were selling at 
wholesale Monday at $1.2% a crate of 12 
boxes. Watermelons are comjng in rap- 
diy enough to supply the demands of 
the local market, and are selling cheap 
enough—the merchants say—at about 
one cent a pound for the smaller ones, 
and a slightly higher price for the 
larger ones. 

The Michigan and New York supply of 
beans, lettuce and other vegetables is 
keeping the price down in St. Louis, - de- 
spite the failure of the local crop, the 
commission men say. The supply of 
green corn comes from the territory im- 
mediately surrounding St. Louis, and 
this fact accounts for the extraordinar- 
‘oxi high price. A

“The Colombian Government apparent- 
ly does not appreciate the gravity of 
the situation. The canal negotiations 
were initiated by Colombia, and were 
energetically pressed upon this Govern- 
ment for several years. The proposi- 
tions presented by Colombia, with slight 
modifications, were finally accepted by 
us. In virtue of this agreement our 
Congress reversed its previous judg- 
ment and decided upon the Panama 
route. 


If Colombia should now reject the 
treaty or unduly delay its ratification 
the friendly understanding between the 
two countries would be so seriously com- 
promised that action might be taken bv 
the Congress next winter which every 
friend of Colombia would regret.

The President, Secretary Hay and 
other high officials say that no for- 
eign government must be permitted to 
construct a canal along the Panama 
route. They realize that if the United 
States utiliges this route there is no 
danger of a competing canal being 
built over the Nicaragua route be- 
cause of the enormous cost and be- 
cause it would then be within the 
zone of this country.

Former Warden Says Political 
Ring Makes $25,000 a Year 


Smuggling Drugs There. 

NEW YORK, July 6.— If there is 
ever a real investigation of condl- 
tions at Sing Sing, the scandal will 
shock the State,” declared James M. 
Cuancy, Warden at tbe prison until 
a few weeks ago. “Members of a 
political ring which supplies the 
prisoners with drugs and whisky are 
making $25,000 a year out of the 
graft”. He asserted that the convicts 
actually control the prison because 
of their influence with a political 
ring which makes possible the smug- 
gling of drugs and liquor. 

“A few days before I left Sing Sing, 
I appeared at the prison about 1:30 
o’clock in the morning unexpectedly. 
There were several keepers in the 
yard and when I asked them what 
they were doing they told me they 
were watching a motor boat which 
was landing at the prisor pier with- 
out showing any lights. I kept my 
eyes on the boat for 15 minutes and 
then ran to the pier with several 
keepers. By that time the crew of 
the boat had landed several packages. 
When they saw me coming they 
hauled out into the stream so hastily 
that they left the packages on the 
dock. I found several cases of 
whisky containing half pint bottles 
for easy distribution among the 
prisoners, and a large quantity of 
cocaine, heroin, morphine and opium. 

“While I was in charge I found 
several places in the prison fixed 
up as opium dens and there was never 
a time that the prisoners did not 
have a supply of drugs.” 


UNION TO ORDER STRIKE 
OF POLAR WAVE DRIVERS 


More Ice Wogon Men to Be 
Called Out in 30 Days, 


Officials Assert. 

Officials of the Ice Wagon Drivers 
and Helpers’ local of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters told the Post- 
Dispatch Monday that they intended to 
call a strike of the Polar Wave drivers 
within the next 30 days. 

Announcement was made by officials 
of the Polar Wave company last week 
that the drivers and helpers had been 
requested to determine for themselves 
whether they wished to become mem- 
bers of the union or to work inde- 
pendently and had voted by a large ma- 
jority not to join the union.

The agreement provides for 
a 12-hour work day, with one hour for 
lunch. 

The milk wagon drivers are also being 
organized, according to union officials.

Amador Details the Plan. 


The next boat to Panama was to sail! 
on Oct. 20. This Bunau-Varilla told 
Amador to take, but before leaving the 
chief conspirator’’ wrote to his son, 
Raoul A. Amador, who was then serving 
as a surgeon in the United States army 
at Fort Revere, Mass., the following liet- 
ter, detailing the plan agreed to by 
President Roosevelt:

An assembly will be 
called and this gives authority to the 
Minister appointed by the new Govern- 
ment in order to make a treaty without 
need of ratification by that assembly.

“The movement will be delayed a few 
days; we want to have here the new 
Minister who is going to be named, so 
that once the movement is made he can 
be appointed by cable and take up the 
treaty. In 80 days everything will be 
concluded.

Government's Opponents Win in Quict 
Panama Election. 
PANAMA, July 6.—The opposition 
candidates for the National Assem- 
bly yesterday won from the Govern- 
ment candidates in what is considered 
the quietest election ever held in 
Panama. The contest was between 
two factions of the Liberal party, 
that under Canlos Mendoza, ex-Presi- 
dent of Panama, gaining a decisive 
victory over the faction of which 
President Belisario Porras is the 

head. 

The contest centered mainly in the 
province of Panama, there being no 
party split in the other provinces. 
The result of the elections is consid- 
ered important because of the possi- 
bility that it will eliminate Porras’ 
candidate, Dr. Ramon Valdez, ex- 
Minister to the United States, from 
the presidential race two years hence, 
giving control of the Assembly to 
Rodolfo Chiari, the Mendoza candi- 
date. The Congervatives refrained 
from voting. The balloting was fairly 
orderly and was not supervised by 
the American authorities. 


“American Flag Stained” by Panama 
Seizure, Reyes Writes. 
PARIS, July 5.— The American flag 
was stained by the manner in which 
Panama was torn from Colombia,” 
writes former President Rafael Reyes 
of Colombia, who is now in Paris, in 
a letter addressed to President Woood- 

row Wilson. 

The letter was written in view of the 
approaching submission to the United 
States Congress of the Urrutia-Thomp- 
son treaty between Colombia and the 
United States signed last April. 

Gen. Reyes expresses the hope 
that Congress will approve the treaty 
and in so doing will satisfy not only 
Colombia, but all Latin America. 


BORAH WANTS TREATIES 
CONSIDERED IN THE OPEN 


Senator Begins Fight for Open 
Session on Colombian and 
Nicaraguan Subjects. 


WASHINGTON, July 6—Senator Bo- 
rah began a fight today to force consid- 
eration of the Colombian and Nicara- 
guan treaties in open session. He pre- 
sented a resolution also calling for the 
publication of all investigations by the 
Foreign Relations Committee. It was 
put over until tomorrow, under the 
rules. 


“If I cannot get the consent of the 
Senate to have this Nicaraguan treaty 
considered in the open,” said Senator 
Borah, “I. will be forced to disregard 
the rules of the Senate. I have not at- 
tended a single session of the committee 
since the present hearings began, be- 
cause I did not propose to submit the 
results of my investigation to the clamp 
of secrecy in executive session. If the 
Nicaraguan treaty is brought out into 
the open it will die, as it ought to die. 
I believe it is the outgrowth of decep- 
tion, misrepresentation, fraud, tyranny 
and corruption, and I am prepared to 
show eit.“ 

Senator Borah’ declared that the treaty 
was not being negotiated with “the peo- 
ple of Nicaragua or the officers they 
have set up and elected, but with pup- 
pets we ourselves have set up in thair 
Government.“

They 
didn’t even hit the car, aithough he said 
the would-be assassin was within ten 
feet of the physician when the first re- 
port sounded. 

With Dr. Carman was Garland Gaden, 
an actor, who lives at Roosevelt, toward 
which town the doctor’s machine was 
proceeding. Gaden corroborated the 
story. 

Both men were so unnerved when they 
reached police, headquarters at Free- 
port that they were almost speechless 
They had to rest for a couple of min- 
utes before they could tell coherent 
stories. 

“I left my house about 8:30 to pay a 
visit to a patient in Lynbrook, eight 
miles away—a young fellow who works 
for the telephone company,” said Dr. 
Carman. Over there I picked up Mr. 
Gaden, who is an old friend and told 
him I would drive him over to his home 
in Roosevelt, which was on my way 
back to Frgeport. We stopped in Rock- 
ville and had an ice cream soda in a 
drugstore. 

Road in Thick Woods. 

As we were leaving Rockville Center, 
going out Centennial avenue, which 
runs between thick woods, I noticed a 
man on a bicycle riding ahead of me. 
He was going slowly, and when I saw 
him I steered over to the left of the 
road to pass hir-. I was driving my 
little coupe car. It is a left-handed 
drive, and I was sitting at the wheel. 
We were proceeding at a moderate pace, 
not more than 15 or 18 miles an hour. 

“Gaden and I were conversing qulet- 
ly, when there came a sharp, loud re- 
port. I said, ‘Garland, there goes a 
tire,’ and immediately pulled the car 
to a stop, intending to get out and re- 
pair the damage. As I said this and 
began to apply the brakes I leaned out 
of the side of the car slightly and 
looked around. Just a few feet back of 
me, probably not more than 10 feet, was 
the same man on the bicycle I had seen 
after leaving Rockville Center. He had 
a revolver in his right hand, aimed in 
my direction. Gaden saw him at the 
same time and exclaimed: ‘He’s shoot- 
ing; beat it.“ Before I could get the car 
into her speed again there were two 
more reports. I did not hear any bul- 
lets whizzing by. I did not wait for 
anything. I raced the car about 4 
miles an hour. We drove right in here 
without a stop.”

City.

WICHITA, Kan., July 6.—The Kansas 


City, Mexico and Orient Railway was 
sold here this morning for $6,001,000 to 
the reorganization committee represent- 
ing the bondholders of the company. The 
bid was made by A. M. Wickwire of 
New York City. There were no other 
bidders. 

Application for receivership of the 
road, which the Federal Court ordered 
sold to the re-organization committee of 
New York and London capitalists, was 
made before Judge John C. Pollock, in 
the Federal Court, in Kansas City, Kan., 
March 7, 1912. 

Eleven receivers were appointed to 
take over the company’s affairs in Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma and Texas. Immediately 
afterward the holders of the company’s 
stocks and bonds began work on plans 
for the refinancing and reorganization 
of the road, and $15,000,000 of European 
capital was raised for the purpose of 
finishing the road and putting it into 
operation from Kansas City to the Paci- 
fic Coast of Mexico. 

On April 27, last, Judge Pollock, hav- 
ing been informed the reorganization 
committee had completed its plans for 
the rehabilitation of the Orient, ordered 
its sale for an amount not under 
$6,000,000. 

Following the sale, it is announced, the 
new company, headed by Edwin. Dick- 
son as president, will assume full man- 
agement, and the work of extending the 
road from Wichita to Kansas City im- 
mediately will be begun.

MAN AND A BABY 
SLAIN WITH AK 


CHICAGO, July 6.—A family of four 
was wiped out by blows from an ax in 
their home in the German settlement of 
Blue Island, a suburb, last night. Jacob 
Neslesla, a German street sweeper, 72 
years old; his wife, their daughter, Mrs. 
Martha Mansfield, 25, and the latter’s in- 
fant child were killed. The bodies and 
the stained ax alone remained to out- 
line the story when the crime was dis- 
covered by neighbors. 

The young mother ol the infant had 
been living away from her husband for 
some time, and efforts to find him were 
begun. 

The murderer, according to Benjamin 
Knirsch, Chief of Police of Blue Island, | 
proceeded with great deliberation. 

Each member of the family was 
struck on the head. Neslesla slept in 
a front bedroom on the first floor of 
the little frame dwelling. In the attic 
the two women and the infant had been 
killed in their beds. The ax was found 
near these beds. Nothing was taken 
from the house. 

The crime was discovered by Jacob 
Neslesla Jr., a son of the old couple, 
living in another part of Blue Island. 
He is a track laborer and went to the 
home of his parents, which is near the 
tracks, to get a pail of water. He told 
the police he observed that the back 
door of the place was open and he 
called a greeting to his mother. There 
was no answer. He then found tha 
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bodies. He said that his sister's hus- 
band left her a year ago. 

The police gave out a list of the 
victims as follows: 

Jacob Neslesla, 72 years old, 
sweeper. 

Mrs. Anna Neslesla, wife of Jacob, 65 

Mrs. Martha Mansfield, 26 years old, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Neslesla. 
Two-year-old daughter of Mrs. Mans- 
field. 

Finger prints on the ax handle were 
photographed. Search was instituted for 
William Mansfield husband of Martha, 
who is alleged to have deserted her a 
year ago and for Michael Cherewinki. 
The latter was compelled to vacate the 
Neslesla house three weeks ago by the 
landlord in order to make way for the 
new tenants. He is said to have uttered 
threats against the landlord and Nes 
lesla. 

Mansfield has not been seen in Blue 
Island since he left his wife.

KANSAS HARVEST 


Record Wheat Crop Valued at 
$119,011,200 and Rest Is 
Required for Help. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PEKA, Kan, July 6.— Kansas has 


the biggest job on its hands right now 
it has ever encountered and financial 
men throughout the country are won- 
dering what it is going to do with it. 


The job is the task of financing the 

Kansas wheat harvest, the largest acre- 
age and the heaviest yield the State 
ever has known. It is estimated that 
close to $165,000,000 is necessary to handle 
the big wheat crop, not including the 
value of the railroad equipment and 
elevators needed to take care of the 
grain or of the land values upon which 
it is grown. 

The exact acreage of the Kausas wheat 
is not known and will not be known 
until the County Assessors make their 
reports. F. D. Coburn, secretary of the 
Board of Agriculture, estimated last fall 
that 8,588,000 acres had been sown. In 
April, he estimated that about 250,000 
bushels of wheat had been plowed up as 
worthless. Nearly. one-half the Asses- 
sors have reported the actual acreage 
of every farmer in their counties and 
these reports indicate an increase of 10 
per cent over the Coburn estimates. The 
acreage then would be around 9,000,000 
to be harvested and threshed this sum- 
mer and fall. 

Yield Better Than 20 an Acre. 

The reports of actual threshing op- 
erations in the southern part of the 
state indicate a yield exceeding 20 
More than 100 re- 
ports from the farmers themselves 
on the actual threshing machine 
measurements show yields from 18 to 
47 bushels an acre. Only two out of 
100 reports showed yields of less than 
18 bushels an acre and 70 per cent 
of the reports showed yields exceed- 
ing 25 bushels. 

The railroad officials estimate that 
the actual yield will be 170,016,000 
bushels. 
last Monday did not make any esti- 
mate of the yield but the condition 
and the acreage shown in that report 


not far off in their estimates. Here 
are detailed estimated figures on the 
financing of the 1914 Kansas wheat 


$163,771,200 
Heavy Crop in Other States. 

This is for the Kansas harvest alone 
an@ does not take into constderation the 
harvest in Oklahoma and Nebraska, the 
other two hard winter wheat states. It 
is estimated that the Nebraska and 
Oklahoma crop will cost together about 
two-thirds as much as in Kansas, the 
two states growing about 6 per cent as 
much wheat as does Kansas. 

A considerable part of this vast sum 
is an actual cash deal. No checks or 
drafts will fit the financing of a part of 
the Kansas wheat harvest and it is esti- 
mated that around $40,000,000,in actual 
currency must be provided. The 47,00) 
harvest hands imported into the State 
are all broke.“ They must have real 
money and the farmers must get it to 
pay them. The farmers in selling their 
wheat must get money to pay the 
threshers so the threshers can pay their 
hands in cash, and the railroads demand 
cash for the freight charges, as do the 
elevator men for handling the grain. 

The machinery bill can wait until fall, 
as can the binding twine account. The 
bill for food for the men and feed for 
the teams can also wait for a time, as 
the machinery and twine are usually 
sold on 6 or 90 days, and fhe grocer’s 
sell on 30 to @ days. 

Serious Problem for State. 

But here was the problem of $40,000,000 
into 
Kahsas for use within a period of 90 
days at the most. By that time the re- 
turns from the wheat sold would be 
coming in to finance the rest of the 
threshing and the preparation of the 
ground for the coming crop: And 
Kansas was caught in the worst finan- 
cial condition it has been in for several! 
years. The 1913 crop was only half the 
usual crop and the corn and hay crops 
were partial failures. Much stock had 
been forced out of the State by the dry 
weather laßt summer and fall and the 
lack of feed during the winter. 

It is estimated by Charles M. Sawyer. 
State Bank Commissioner, that not less 
than $16,000,000 was sent ott of Kansas 
last winter for stock feed and the ex- 
pense of importing foodstuffs to take 
the place of that usually grown at home 
probably equaled this amount. So it 
ean be seen that Kansas was more than 
“shy” of real money when the harvest 
came on, 

Two of the big life insurance com- 
panies did a world of good in ‘helping 
to finance the harvest. The two com- 
panies sent agents from New York with 
big credit accounts. These agents went 
to the banks in the wheat country and 
bought all the real estate and some 
personal note loans outstanding in the. 
banks. This turned $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 
into the harvest funds to be loaned out 
to the farmers for 90, 60 and 90. days, 
and until they could sell their wheat. 
Some Kansas banks sold every loan 
they owned on real estate, except those 
coming due in the next few months. Only 
State banks could take real estate loans.

BROOKHAVEN, Miss., July 6.—Three 
nonresident business men who were ap- 
pointed to investigate the affairs of the 
defunct Commercial Bank and Trust Co. 
have filed a report with Chancellor P. Z. 
Jones in which they recommend that the 
directors and stockholders of the bank 
be forced to return to the receivers con- 
siderable sums of money that were ob- 
tained without authority or by illegal 


transactions. 

The first recommendation concerns 
three dividend payments amounting to 
681, 00 which, the examiners say, were 
disbursed without the authority of the 
stockholders or board of directors. 

Adjustment of amounts received and 
paid out during the last few days of the 
bank’s business are ordered, at the cost 
of several of the larger business con- 
cerns of the community and to the bene- 
fit of several small depositors. Also 
some large amounts that were trans- 
ferred to other banks by telegraph just 
before the collapse must be returned. 

Apparently the most serious charge 
concerns the transaction connected with 
50 shares of stock in the Bank of Mead- 


law bars as property of this bank. This 
was acquired through a dummy transac- 
tion participated in by the nine directors 
and the examiners suggest that the dl- 
eectors be sued for the amounts set forth 
in their individual notes that figured in 
the transaction.

Bl KANSAS HARVEST 


Record Wheat Crop Valued at 
$119,011,200 and Rest Is 
Required for Help. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
TOPEKA, Kan, July 6.—Kansas has 


the biggest job on its hands right now 
it has ever encountered and financial 
men throughout the country are won- 
dering what it is going to do with it. 


The job is the task of financing the 
Kansas wheat harvest, the largest acre- 
age and the heaviest yield the State 
ever has known. It is estimated that 
close to $165,000,000 is necessary to handle 
the big wheat crop, not including the 
value of the railroad equipment and 
elevators needed to take care of the 
grain or of the land values upon which 
it is grown. 

The exact acreage of the Kansas wheat 
is not known and will not be known 
until the County Assessors make their 
reports. F. D. Coburn, secretary of the 
Board of Agriculture, estimated last fall 
that 8,588,000 acres had been sown. In 
April, he estimated that about 250,000 
bushels of wheat had been plowed up as 
worthless. Nearly. one-half the Asses- 
sors have reported the actual acreage 


Jof every farmer in their counties and 


these reports indicate an increase of 10 
per cent over the Coburn estimates. The 
acreage then would be around 9,000,000 
to be harvested and threshed this sum- 
mer and fall. 

Yield Better Than 20 an Acre. 

The reports of actual threshing op- 
erations in the southern part of the 
state indicate a yield’ exceeding 20 


| bushels an acre. More than 100 re- 


ports from the farmers themselves 
on the actual threshing machine 
measurements show yields from 18 to 
47 bushels an acre. Only two out of 
100 reports showed yields of less than 
18 bushels an acre and 70 per cent 
of the reports showed yields exceed- 
ing 25 bushels. 

The railroad officials estimate that 
the actual yield will be 170,016,000 
bushels. 
last Monday did not make any esti- 
mate of the yield but the condition 
and the acreage shown in that réport 


‘| indicated that the railroad men were 


not far off in their estimates. Here 
are detailed estimated figures on the 
financing of the 1914 Kansas wheat 
crop: 


$163,771,200 
Heavy Crop in Other States. 

This is for the Kansas harvest alone 
anck does not take into consideration the 
harvest in Oklahoma and Nebraska, the 
other two hard winter wheat states. It 
is estimated that the Nebraska and 
Oklahoma crop will cost together about 
two-thirds as much as in Kansas, the 
two states growing about 60 per cent as 
much wheat as does Kansas. 

A considerable part of this vast sum 
is an actual cash deal. No checks or 
drafts will fit the financing of a part of 
the Kansas wheat harvest and it is esti- 
mated that around $40,000,000,in actual 
currency must be provided. The 47,00) 
harvest hands imported into the State 
are all broke.“ They must have real 
money and the farmers must get it to 
pay them. The farmers in selling their 
wheat must get money to pay the 
threshers so the threshers can pay their 
hands in cash, and the railroads demand 
cash for the freight charges, as do the 
elevator men for handling the grain. 

The machinery bill can wait until fail, 
as can the binding twine account. The 
bill for food for the men and feed for 
the teams can also wait for a time, as 
the machinery and twine are usually 
sold on © or 90 days, and fhe grocer’s 
sell on 30 to @ days. 


Serious Problem for State. 

But here was the problem of $40,000,000 
cash being brought into 
Kahsas for use within a period of 20 
days at the most. By that time the re- 
turns from the wheat sold would be 
coming in to finamce the rest of the 
threshing and the preparation of the 
ground for the coming crop:: And 
Kansas was caught in the worst finan- 
cial condition it has been in for several 
years. The 1913 crop was only half the 
usual crop and the corn and hay crops 
were partial failures. . Much. stock had 
been forced out of the State by the dry 
weather laßt summer and fall and the 
lack of feed during the winter. 

It is estimated by Charies M. Sawyer. 
State Bank Commissioner, that not less 
than $16,000,000 was sent ont of Kansas 
last winter for stock feed and the ex- 
pense of importing foodstuffs to take 
the place of that usually grown at home 
probably equaled this amount. So it 
can be seen that Kansas was more than 
“shy” of real money when the harvest 
came on, 

Two of the big life insurance com- 
panies did a world of good in helping 
to finance the harvest. The two com- 
panies sent agents from New York with 
big credit accounts. These agents went 
to the banks in the wheat country and 
bought all the real estate and some 
personal note loans outstanding in the, 
banks. This turned $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 
into the harvest funds to be loaned out 
to the farmers for 30, 60 and 90. days, 
and until they could sell their wheat. 
Some Kansas banks sold every loan 
they owned on real estate, except those 
coming due in the next few months, Only 
State banks could take real estate loans.

Would Compel Directors and 
Stockholders of Defunct In- 
stitution to Refund Cash.

BROOKHAVEN, Miss., July 6.—Three 
nonresident business men who were ap- 
pointed to investigate the affairs of the 
defunct Commercial Bank and Trust Co, 
have filed a report with Chancellor P. Z. 
Jones in which they recommend that the 
directors and stockholders of the bank 
be forced to return to the receivers con- 
siderable sums of money that were ob- 
tained without authority or by illegal 
transactions. ä 
The first recommendation concerns 
three dividend payments amounting to 
$31,400 which, the examiners say, were 
disbursed without the authority of the 
stockholders or board of directors. 
Adjustment of amounts received and 
paid out during the last few days of the 
bank’s business are ordered, at the cost 
of several of the larger business con- 
cerns of the community and to the bene- 
fit of several small depositors. Also 
some large amounts that were trans- 
ferred to other banks by telegraph just 
before the collapse must be returned. 
Apparently the most serious charge 
concerns the transaction.connected with 
50 shares of stock in the Bank of Mead-
